It is right to support it in 
public and private by every means in 
our power, until we obtain for the Irish peo- 
ple the self government which they demand. 
I believe the Liberal party have had this policy 
sunk deep in their hearts; they believe in it;

We regret a rent has been made in 
our party; we regret that we have 
been severed from those champions of liberty 
who have done such good work for us in days 
gone by.

A TERRIBLE REVENGE.

and Weman Murder an Entire 
Family for a Trivial Matter.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., November 26.—A special 
tothe Post from Williamsburg, Ky., giving 
the particulars of the horrible murder of a 
family in Knox County, says: It is developed 
that a family of eight persons, sup- 
posed to have been burned to death, a 
month since, were murdered, their throats 
being cut from gar to ear. The family named 
Poe had two neighbors of bad repute, and for- 
bade them to visit their house. These neigh- 
bors, a man and woman living together un- 
married, had an illegitimate child, a boy about 
10 years old. They lived thirty yards from 
Poe’s house, and being enraged at the refusal of 
the latter to associate with them determined to 
murder the entire family. The boy, suffering 
under a recent severe whipping from his re- 
puted father, now discloses the whole affair. 
He says his mother talked about the matter 
for several days, and the plot to murder the

Poes was consummated during a night 
when Mr. Poo was away from home; 
that when his father and mother 


left to go to Poe’s house, they forbade his 
going out, but he slipped along unnoticed, 
‘and saw them enter the house. The family 
were all asleep in one room, and his father, 
with a razor, cut the throat of each person 
from ear to ear, while his mother piled the 
bodies up in the middle of the floor, piled two 
beds on them and then set fire to them 
and the house; that the baby screamed until 
the flames smothered it. sts have been 
made and a sewing machine, beds and several 
other articles recognized belonging to the 
murdered family were found in the cellar of 
the house of the accused — They are now 
in jail at Barbourville, Knox County. They 
decline to talk. There is * prospect 
that the excited community will lynch them 
to-night.

against her husband, Lord Colin Campbell, 
fifth son of the Duke of Argyle, came up for 
hearing to-day. The court-room was 80 
crowded that the officials had to barricade the 
corridors to prevent the crowding from be- 
coming dangerous. Lady Campbeil, her sister 
and their mother were the first persons 
directly interested on the action to enter the 
room. They sat together beside the piaintiff’s 
director, Sir Charles Russell, . CO. Lord 
Colin Campbell entered soon afterward and 
sat near the plaintiff at the same table, there 
being interposed between the litigants none 
but their respectiye counsel. 
MR. RUSSELL OPENS THE CASS. 

Mr. Russell, in opening the case for Lady 
Campbell, said his client petitioned for a di- 
voree from Lord Colin Campbell on the 
grounds of cruelty and adultery. The plain- 
tiff, the lawyer coutinued, was formerly Miss 
Blood, and was a respectabié and attractive 
person. She was sought in marriage by the 
defendant and became engaged to him in 1880. 
The marriage was delayed at his lordship’s re- 
quest until July, 1881, when the ceremony 
had been performed. The couple went 
away on a ‘‘melancholy honeymoon,’’ 
the groom being attended all the time bya 
hospital nurse. In fact, Lord Colin Campbell 
was attended by this nurse from the time of 
his engagement to Miss Blood, down to the 
date of the termination of their married life in 
1883. He was, declared the lawyer, never dur - 
ing this entire period independent ofthe spe- 
cial nurse’s care. This was because his lord- 
ship was afflicted witha disease. Of course 
the plaintiff could not have had any idea of 
what ailed her betrothed husband. The mar- 
riage was not consummated until October, 1881; 
the case was so very horrible, declared the 
lawyer, thathe would refrainas far as pos- 
sible from even alluding to its details. 

THE DUKE OF ARGYLE. 

At this point the venerable Duke of Argyle, 
the defendant’s father, entered the court- 
room and took a seat beside Lord Colin 
Campbell, near whom the Marquis of Lorne, 
the defendant’s eldest brother, had already 
taken a seat. 

Continuing, Mr. Russell said that Dr. Bird,

TERRIBLE PASSAGE OF THE SCHOONER 


THE 
JEWETT HEAVILY LADEN. 


The Entire Cargo of Pig Lead Thrown Over- 
board to Save the Vessel and Crew—Hard 
Fight for Life—Recent Lake Disasters—A 
Schooner Ashore—Navigation Closed. 


MILWAUKER, Wis., November 8.—The pro- 
peller Lycoming arrived last evening from 
below. Her commander reports that about 11 
o’clock Wednesday he sighted the propeller 
H. J. Jewitt of the Union Line drifting about 
offtne South Manitou, flying a signal of dis- 
tress. The sea was running bigh, the result 
of Tuesday’s gale. The Lycoming changed 
her course for the disabled propeller. On com- 
ing up to her it was found she had lost her 
rudder in a heavy sea the night before and 
had been drifting helplessly since. The 
Lycoming took herin tow and started for the 
South Manitou about fifteen miles away. The 
lines parted several times, but the ing 
succeeded in getting the propeller into safe 
quarters at the Island. She then steamed 
away for this port.In his report to the agent of 
the line in this city, sent by the Captain of the 
Lycoming, the master of the Jewett said that 

ter leaving Milwaukee Tuesday afternoon, 
he had a quiet run down the lake. As he 
reached the lower end the seas became heavier 
and a biinding snowstorm set in. About 6 
o’clock atremendous sea struck the Jewett, 
carrying away her rudder. Every expedient was 
tried in order to arrange her steeri gear, 
but unsuccessfully. As fast as anything was 
put over the side it would be carried away by 
the sea. This struggle was continued U 
night, or until everything on board available 
was exhausted. Then the propeller was al- 
lowed to drift as best she might until picked 
up by the Lycoming. Two tugs were char- 
tered to go to the assistance of the disabled 
— ony they wera prepared for the trip as 

astily as ssible and got away about mid- 
night. It is intended that ey shall tow the 
Jewett to Sheboygan where it is hoped a new 
rudder can be secured;-if not, then arrange- 
ments will be made to tow her through. The 
Jewett’s machinery is uninjured, the only 
feature lacking being steering gear. 


A Terrible Passage. 


CuicaGco, November 26.—Among the fleet of 
storm-bound vessels that reached Chicago 
yesterday, were the schooners City of Green 
Bay and Melvin, both of which came very near 


foundering in midlake. The oy | of Green 
Bay left Elk Rapids for Chi o last Sunday 
night laden with pig iron. onday night, 
when abreastof Big Point au Sable, she was 
struck by a furious gale fromthe southeast. 
Before the canvas could be taken in the fore- 
sail was biown into shreds and the 
rigging was so badly iced up that 
it became as rigid as steel. Thus 
disabled the vessel fell off into 
the trough ot the sea and almost buried her- 
self beneath the icy waves. Everything mov- 
able was swept away und her decks were filled 
with water up tothe rails. Prompt action on 
the part ofthe crew alone saved ber. Realiz- 
ing that unless the vessel was r relieved 
ofthe ponderous weight on her decks she 
would surely founder, Capt. Costello lashed 
the wheel and began a away her bul. 
warks. Butshe was still in imminent peril 
and all hands, including the cook, were set 
at work jettisoning the deck load. There 
were seventy tons of pig iron on the 
decks and it took three hours of continuous 
toil for the eight men to heave it overboard, 
but they knew they were fighting for their 
lives and did not stop nor rest until their last 
bar had gone overthe side. When this was 
done the vessel had nearly three feet of free 
board and the dauger of foundering was past. 
When morning came the sun thawed ber rig- 
ging out so that it could be handled, and the 
vessel headed across the lake, letting go of 
her anchors off Manitowoc. Wednesday she 
got under way again and reached Chicago yes- 
terday noon. 

The Meivin hada similar experience. Her 
deck load, consisting of eighty tons of pig 
iron, was jettisoned, and the vessel finally 
came to an anchor off Manitowoc, where she 
—" for two days, nearly rolling her spars out.

THE MEXICAN INVASION. 


Cutting and His Fellow Conspirators Pushing 
the Scheme Vigorously. 


ForT WorTH, Tex., November 26.—A. K. 
Cutting arrived in Fort Worth yesterday ac- 
companied by Lee Clark, A. B. MoKee and M. 
V. Stevens. In an interview with Cutting and 
Mr. Clark, they said they would take in all 
the Northern and Eastern cities during the 
winter and Outting would lecture. Asked 
pointedly about the filibustering scheme, Out- 


ting would not disclaim the truth of some of 
the statements made, but said he could not 
tell all there was in it. He said: ‘‘When I can 
show certain parties inthe North that I can 
get 8,000 men, I can get all the capital needed.“ 

Mr. Clark does disclaim the Alibustering 
talk, but says they intend to organize a mam 
moth colonization ee which will people 
the Northern States of Mexico with Anglo- 
Saxons. The Mexican Government is very 
liberal to colonizers, and this alone would be 
inducement to have people come. They have 
now three offices, one in St. Louis, one in El 
Paso and the headquarters in Chicago. If 
there is any change in the Government of 
the States settled, it will be in a 
revolutionary form, carried on by the 
lovers of freedom, who will have occupied 
the country. The immigrants will come 
armed, of course, but it will not be as ü- 
busters. The leaders claim to know the ex- 
act number of meninthe Mexican army, the 
kind of arms they have, the character of 
troops, the topography of the country, 
where water is to e found and all 
that would be necessary for an invad- 
ing army to know. They do not claim 
to expect great aid from Texas except on the 
frontier where the old time hatred of Mexico 
has not died out. The north they look upon 
as their field. They believe the old abolition 
feeling is as strong as ever against any kind of 
slavery, and say that a in Mexico is many 
times worse than slavery in the United States 
ever was. They also claim thatthe bulk of the 
Mexican army is composed of criminals who 
have no patriotism, but, onthe contrary, are 
the Government’s enemies.

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CONDUIT SYSTEMS. 


THE PROBLEM OF PUTTING THE wars 
UNDERGROUND IN THIS CITY. 


Street Railroad Bills Under Consideration by 
the Committees—The Reservoir Property— 
Tucker’s Elevated Bill—City Hall Notes. 


One of the important subjects of legislation 
before the Municipal Assembly is the conduit 
system. The general introduction of the tele- 
phone and electric light necessitates the use 
of so many wires to conduct the currents that 
the beauty of the streets is greatly marred by 
the poles, and the architectural features of 
many large buildings hidden by the network 
ot wires. Col. Flad, President of the Board 
of Public Improvements, who has just re- 
turned from the East, where he spe- 
cially devoted his attention to this 
subject, will give the city the benefit 
of his observations. He is convinced 
of the necessity of some conduit system, but 
is not ready to lend his approval to the costly 
plans which have been presented. Col. Flad 
holds that the increased use of electric cur- 
rents for the parposes of telephony, teleg- 
raphv, and of furnishing electric light or 
power has made the question of lecating 


metallic conductors an important one. Be- 
sides the objections on account of the obstruct- 
ing poles and wires, the fact that the wires 
for electric lights have to carry currents of 
high tension is a strong argument against the 
PRESENT LOCATION OF THE WIRES. 

The objections urged alnst the wires and 
poles are that they interfere with the views 
and travel on the streets, retard the firemen in 
quelling conflagrations, the liability of the 
poles to decay and be broken by high winds 
endangering the lives of pedestrians and 
always interrupting the service, the 
liability to injury by malicious persons and 
the danger of tives and property from broken 
circuits carrying electric currents. 
At present the companies are subject to con- 
tinualexpense for repairing wires and re- 
placing poles. They are responsible for all 
damages to property from wires and poles, 
and for these reasons are anxious to see the 
conduit problem satisfactorily solved. So far. 
the grees trouble encountered by experiment- 
ers has been in eecuring effective insulating 
material which will prevent induction and re- 
tardation and coverings to protect 
these insulating materials. Gutta percha, 
kerite, okonite, araffine and man 
other materials ave been foun 
efficient for the purpose of insulation. 
Several plans for the further protection of 
wires have been suggested. The plan which 
seems to be the most extensive is the sub-way 
which the New York City Commissioners have 
under consideration this week. 

THE 8UB-WAY PLAN. 

Concerning this plan, Col. Flad in his last 
report to Mayor Francis says: I was until 
recently in favor of this plan, because I felt 
convinced that while the days of the use of 
gas for the purposes of illumination are 
counted, it will be the fuel of the future; that 
Pneumatic tubes* will also be more exten- 
sively introduced, and the cost of construct- 
ing a sub-way would de less onerous if used 
forsuch combined purposes. I held that in 
the near future almost every house 
would be supplied with its tele- 
Phone, its electric light and with cheap 
gas for cooking and heating, justas houses 
now have their connection with sewers, and 
obtain their gas and water. From this point 
of view, the best and cheapest method of dis- 
tributing electric wires would be to place 
them in sub-ways of similar construction to 
that of our sewers, and of such dimensions 
that each sub-way should bave acapacity pro- 
portionate to the wants of the district to be 
supplied, and even the smallest should be 
large enough to admit of a man passing 
through it. They would probably vary in 
diameter from ten feet down to four feet, and 
their cost from $10 to 4 per linear foot. 
Taking their average cost at $6 
linear foot, the cost of 
ways would be about $380,000 
course, a connecting pipe woul 
laid from the sub-ways, when first con- 
structed, to every house and lot, of proper 
dimensions, to carry its fuel gas, light wires 
and telephone wires; and these connections 
would increase the cost about $2 per foot. The 
average cost of such sub-ways, including con- 
nections, would therefore be about $8 per 
linear foot of street, or $42,000 per mile. 
This would be only about one-half of 
what the property owners have to 
pay for reconstruction of streets, while it 
would secure to the owners of po 7 — 
the berefit of intreducing into their houses 
cheap fuel, good light and all the modern elec- 
tric rr and would do away with the 
necessity of disposing of ashes, with smoke, 
and with allthe inconvenience and trouble of 
storingand using coal. But there are very 
great difficulties inthe way of the construc: 
tion of sub-ways of this kind.“ 

The cost of the sub-way at the commence- 
mont ot the work, the great cost to the com- 
panies of insulating wires and the probable 
increase in the cost of seryice are considered 
overbalancing objections. 

OTHER SYSTEMS. 

Another plan is the Dorset, in which com- 
paratively small conduits constructed of 
strong water and air-proof material perfo- 
rated with holes about two inches in diameter, 
in which the cables and wires are inserted. 
The Chisholm system consists of inserting the 
wires in an iron pipe and filling the whole pipe 
with a preparation consisting principally of 
= Col. Flad thinks that one of the 

est though most expensive systems for put- 
ting the wires underground is the 
Waring cable, which, it is estimated, costs 
about $580 per mile. In this cable the copper 
wire is protected first by an insulating ma- 
terial oe next by a thick coating of lead. The 
cable contains from one to seven wires and is 
flexible. Speaking of his recent trip East 
Col. Flad sald: Les, I devoted considerable at- 
tention to the conduit systems. They are now 
working on them in New York. As far as we 
are concerned in St. Louis I hardly think we 
are ready for it just now and I can’t say when 
we will be.“ The Dorset conduit bill favoring 
that system is now before the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

COMMITTEE WORE. 

This afternoon the Committee on Railroads 
of the House of Delegates met to further con- 
sider the bills proposing the construction of 
the street railroads across from Tower 
Grove Park to the Fair Grounds. This is 
the franchise asked for by D. P. Rowland 
and others. Mr. Julius Walsh of the Citizens’ 
line asks thatthe franchise be givento him, 
as the proposed line will run along Grand ave- 
nue from Easton avenue to the Fair Grounds, 
which is nearly one-fourth the whole length 
and which is now covered by the rails of the 
Citizens’ Company.

GILDER’S EXPEDITION. 


Provisions to Be Sent tothe Plucky North 
Pole Explerer in the Spring. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCa. 

New York, November 26.—At the sugges- 
tion of Lieut. Brainard of the Greely Arctic 
Relief Expedition, the friends of Col. Wm. 
Gilder have decided to send supplies to the 
plucky searcher forthe North Pole at Cape 
Sabine or Cape Isabella in the spring. Lieut. 
Brainard has been nearerto the North Pole 
than any other living man, and Col. Gilder 


has written to New York that he will follow 
the route taken by Brainard and Lockwood, 
te the highest point reached by them, and 
from there work steadily to the extreme north 
of Greenland. Then he will make a dash for 
the pole over the ice. Lieut. Brainard says that 
Col. Gilder might starve to death if 
he reached Cape Sabine and found no food 
there. He has written to the explorer’s 
brother, Mr. Richard Gilder, editor of the 
Century, urging prompt action in the spring. 
Mr. Gilder bas written to Capt Spicer, the 
whaler, suggesting that one of the Scotch 
vessels that sail to Greenland shall land food 
and other supplies at either Cape Sabine or 
Isabelia. A letter shall then be left at Pond’s 
Inlet, with instructions to Col. Gilder as to 
where he is to look for the cached provisions. 
The plan will be carried out entirely through 
private enterprise. Mr. Gilder seems to feel 
that the lives of the exploring party depend 
upon this The last letter received from Col. 
Gilder was dated Oxford House on October 8. 
It inclosed two photographs of a shipwrecked 
party, which were taken by the explorer him- 
self. Hesays that he was urged to wait until 
a whaler sailed, and explains that he needs 
all the time between now and the arrival of the 
next whaler

to become acquainted with the natives who 
are to make up his party. The Colonel de- 
clares that while the Greenland natives are 
honest and loyal enough, they are not fit to 
accompany aa expedition into such a region, 
lacking the necessary knewledge and training. 
He prefers the Esquimaux with whom he has 
had great experience on his previous voyages. 
The tone of his letter shows that he is entire- 
ly confident of success. In three years he ex- 
pects to come back to New York with a full 
description of the Polar center. Dr. Mathews, 
one of the party shipwrecked at Oxford House, 
visited this city afew days ago and reported 
that both Col. Glider and Mr. Griffith were in 
excellent health when they left for Roe’s Wel- 
come. 

In hiscommunication Lieut. Brainard says 
that Gilder’s present plan is to go bx way of 
Lake Winnipeg, Nelson's River and Hudson 
Bay, to the northern part of Roe’s Welcome, 
where he willspend the winter, living with 
the Esquimaux in order that he may gain their 
confidence and esteem. Next spring (1887), 
having secured the co-operation of the natives 
Col. Gilder contemplates traveling northwar 
across Melville Peninsula to Pond Inlet and 
then to Cape Sabine. Should he reach Cape 
Sabine next summer he will push forward to 
Fort Conger in the following year (1888). 

On the long and dangerous stretch between 
Cape Sabine and Fort Conger the Greely party 
left nothing but a barrel of hard bread. 
Lieut. Brainard has marked the location of 
this barrel on the explorer’s map. At Fort 
Conger the party will find a good deal of 
cached provisions, but they are not likely to 
be ina very good condition. Ninderman, the 
hero of the Jeannette survivors, sent word to 
Col. Gilder that it he finds himself in a fix’’ 
in the region reached by Lockwood and 
Brainard to retreat across Greenland and 
trust to the natives.

MR. BLAINE’S RUDENESS TO SENATOR ED- 
MUNDS CONDEMNED ‘BY HIS FRIENDS. 


———— — 


The Latest Version of the Affair—-Mr. Blaine 
Insolently Stares at the Vermont Senator 
and Turns on His Heel- Mr. Edmunds’ 
Mortification ~The Senator Willing His 
Friends Should Talk—Col, McMichael De- 
clines to Be Interviewed.

New YORK, November 26.—The unpleasant 
episode that occurred at Gen. Arthur’s fu- 
neral last Monday, when, as it would now ap- 
pear from the accounts given, Mr. Blaine 
turned his back upon Senator Edmunds, con- 
tinues to be the engrossing topic of conversa- 
tion in political cireles. Very few persons can 
be found who will palliate Mr. Blaine’s rude- 
ness. Eventhose whoare ready to condone 
his political blunders denounce his action as 
reprehensible, Tue latest version of the epi- 
sode is this: 

Mr. Edmunds was seated in the library on 
the sofa, talking with Mr. Charles Miller, who 
is one of Mr. Arthur’s executors, when Mr.

FAMOUS STOCK FARMS. 


Theodore A. Havemeyer’s Farm Mountain 
Side“ at Mahwah—Other Fine Farms. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

MAHWAH, N. J., November 2%.—The an- 
nouncement that Theodore A. Havemeyer is 
to restock his farm ‘‘Mountain Side,’’ near 
this village, with blooded stock, thatitis ex- 
pected to rival, if not surpass, the herds 
which made his pastures famous a few years 
ago, has awakened great interest in this 
region where some of the most celebrated 


stock farms in the country are located. 
Adjoining Mr. Havemeyer’s is the 700 acre 
farm of A. B. Darling ef New York, and near 
the latter is the one belonging to Wm. 0. 
Traphagen. Further up the Ramapo Valley is 
ex-Gov. Rodman M. Price’s farm of be- 
tween 400 and 500 acresand at the jun: tion of the 
Ramapo and Wanaque Rivers is the farm of C. 
W. Mills. Five miles trom the Havemeyer farm 
is the Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt’s stock farm 
known as the ‘‘Ninety-Cents-a-Pound farm,’ 
from the fact that Mr.. Hewitt receives that 
amount per pound for all butter made on his 
place, which at one time averaged 600 pounds 
aweek. On the sloping hills east of Mahwah 
is the farm of the late Ool. Ezra Milier, in- 
ventor of the Miller coupler and platform. 
This place became noted a few years ago 
through Col. Miller's experiments in domes- 
ticating the American bison. He demon- 
strated that these wanderers of the prairies 
could be made to produce a milk of ex- 
traordinary richness from which a su- 
erior butter was made. But the animals 
n the Miller herd of bisons did not 
take kindly to domestic life and repaid their 
owner's kindness by demolishing his enclos- 
ures and committing daily depredations on 
hisfarm.
